Nolan was 
located with his Vietnamese wife and family rear the returnees' las^t PV\ 
camp in northern Kr.ttie Province . The latest information . dated Kay 19(4. 
indicated that FTC N >Ior, and his family were still located in Cambodia. 
Apparently. Nolan was not allowed free movement by the Khmer Communists. 

The Agency node no mention of "an unidentified tall blond p>Sn" in 
its testimony ov written submission for the record. This reference may be 
connected with an American who w as captured in Ouang Kam Province. Soutn 
Vietnam in ]®*>f . ar.d later "crossed over" to the enemy and possibly is still 
alive in South Vietnam. According toll- S. returnees who had contact with t.-v* 
individual, he was a legitimate prisoner from )9£-5lo 19fc7. before joining the 
ranks of the enemy. As collaborator with the enemy, this individual perlcM; ec 
escort and guard duties and other camp chores associated with the contfnemu^ 
©f the l*. S. pit's. As both a Pit’ and later a collaborator/deserter . he hatSv^ 
contact with V. S. Pi's until lit?. Intelligence reports confirm the activities ^ 
of this individual as reported by the U. S. returnees. The last intelligence 
possibly correla one to this American indicated that he might have beer 
operating with enemy troops in Quar.g Ngai Province. South Vietnam in 
August !?73, but the validity of the report could n0.be established. It is else 
possible that this reference describes Mr. Charier D*ln. a V. $. civilian , v. rc 
"disappeared" tr. Lot it in September 1?7<. Dean was w ith his companion .
